HE  Colleges  and  Universities  renew  themselves  with  the  sharpen- 
ing of  minds  and  the  growth  of  culture.  America’s  best  young 
manhood  and  womanhood  are  again  in  the  process  of  being  edu- 
cated. The  heritage  of  the  ages  is  being  made  by  them  their 
personal  possession. 

Conflicting  ideas  have  held  sway  in  the  thinking  of  our  young  people  as 
to  the  why  and  wherefore  of  an  education.  In  the  old  days  knowledge- 
hunger  drove  many  a youth  to  school.  An  education,  then,  was  a matter 
of  intense  study  supported  very  often  by  the  utilization  of  the  spare  hours 
in  manual  labor.  This  was  labeled,  “Working  one’s  way  through  school.” 

Of  late  years,  it  has  become  a vogue  to  be  sent  to 
college.  The  act  is  the  badge  of  family  social- 
standing, the  outward  and  visible  sign  of  family 
prosperity.  In  some  cases,  the  old  custom  of  spare 
hour  toil  to  “work  one’s  way  through”  has  given 
place  to  the  student  loan,  which  is  a mortgage  on 
future  effort  in  the  “paying  back”  process.  Often  it 
is  a handicap  to  marriage  and  home  life.  Without 
it  many  a finely-equipped  religious  leader  would 
be  untrained  for  kingdom  effort.  Its  big  danger 
is  easy  borrowing. 

The  training  of  the  vocational  school  or  college 
has  come  to  mean  a community  obligation  to  the 
student.  There  is  scarcely  an  educational  institu- 
tion, which  is  not  supported  by  taxation  or  gift.  The  community,  cor- 
porately or  through  individuals,  makes  education  possible  to  youth.  Sacrifice 
of  comfort  has  often  been  the  basis  of  the  growth  of  our  colleges.  Because 
of  this  the  community  obligation  is  beginning  to  rest  more  heavily  on  a 
graduate  of  an  educational  institution.  Education  affords,  a favorable 
start  in  life-work  and  living.  The  college  man  or  woman,  with  the  same 
initiative  and  effort,  reaches  out  to  success  more  easily  than  the  untrained 
individual.  Life  enjoyment  is  also  fuller,  broader  and  more  complete  in 
the  case  of  the  bona-fide  college  graduate.  All  of  this  brings  its  responsibility 
and  obligation.  A college  man  or  woman,  who  uses  the  community’s  edu- 
cational gift  for  mere  selfish  ends  is  beginning  to  be  looked  upon  as  a blighter 
and  waster.  Public  life  in  its  religious,  political,  social,  industrial,  school, 
and  home  phases  demands  and  expects  the  participation  of  its  college- 
trained  citizens  without  recompense,  the  deadly  sin  of  the  average  Ameri- 
can. Education  is  beginning  to  mean  better  men  and  women,  working  for 
a better  community  and  is  measured  not  by  the  jungle  law  of  get  but  by

the  Jesus  Way  of  sincere  helpfulness.  I need  not  add  that  this  is  the  con- 
ception of  education  held  by  Founder  students. 

Camp-Conference  trained,  college  students  need  only  to  be  reminded 
of  these  things  to  create  new  student  standards.  Stewardship  is  not  merely 
a matter  of  money.  It  is  mental,  social,  physical,  religious.  It  demands 
the  fullest  use  of  all  talents  and  gifts.  It  increases  values  in  its  altruism. 
It  gives  itself  through  what  it  is  and  has.  It  is  the  torch  that  lights  the 
Way  and  which  must  be  handed  on  un-dimmed  to  those  that  follow.

how  far  it  will  be  worth  while  for  you  to  go  in  your  quest  for  educa- 
tion and  you  may  get  a dozen  widely  different  answers.  But  please 
note  this  one  very  significant  characteristic  of  all  their  answers : Each 
will  solemnly  assure  you  that  it  will  pay  you  to  go  as  far  as  he  him- 
self did  and  perhaps  a little  beyond,  but  he  is  likely  to  question 
whether  it  will  really  pay  to  go  much  further.  If  he  finished  grade 
school,  probably  he  will  advise  you  to  go  to  high  school;  if  he 
himself  graduated  from  high  school,  he  will  recommend  college, 
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but  will  not  advise  going  beyond  that;  if  he  is  a college  man  he 
may  recommend  a master’s  degree. 

Each  man  heartily  recommends  so  much  of  the  journey  as  he 
himself  has  traveled  though  he  is  inclined  to  be  dubious  about  the 
road  a little  farther  on. 

But  let  us  return  to  the  questions  we  were  asking  you.  What 
do  you  want  that  you  think  college  may  help  you  go  get?  Perhaps 
I know  the  answer  better  than  you  would  have  the  frankness  to 
state  it. 

You  want  above  everything  to  be  well  thought  of  by  fellow 
mortals.  You  want  to  “belong,”  to  be  accepted  on  your  own 
merits  by  the  best  people — that  is  to  say,  the  most  clever,  capable 
and  agreeable  people.  At  the  back  of  your  thought  you  may  hope 
that  some  day  you  may  associate  on  equal  terms  with  the  rich  and 
the  great,  but  for  the  present  you  want  to  be  with  other  young 


women  and  if  you  could  be  sure  of  your  own  sophistication  would 
like  to  be  popular  with  the  pick  of  the  girls. 

In  this  I am  not  cynical  but  frank.  These  are  normal  and  com- 
mendable sentiments  and  motives.  While  to  manifest  them  too 
obviously  is  offensive  to  others;  to  lack  them  is  fatal  to  you. 

And  I do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that  the  best  conceivable  place 
for  a young  man  to  exercise  such  talents  as  may  commend  him  to 
the  best  young  people  is  in  college.  Are  you  musical?  The 
slightest  musical  ability  is  an  asset  in  college.  Have  you  athletic 
ability  of  any  kind  or  degree?  It  will  be  an  advantage  to  you 
here  even  though  you  do  not  conspicuously  excel.  Only  the  star 
is  known  to  the  general  public,  but  moderate  skill  in  games  helps 
to  gain  for  one  a place  in  college.

HOW  EDUCATION  PAYS.  Published  results  of  an  investiga- 


tion by  the  United  States  bureau  of  education  disclose  some 
significant  facts.  They  show  that  there  are  277  times  as  many 
college  graduates  in  this  country  who  have  great  wealth  as  there 
are  wealthy  persons  who  have  not  had  college  training.  Of  all 
the  people  in  the  United  States  who  have  performed  distinguished 
service  and  received  high  honors,  there  was: 


One  person  out  of  each  150,000  who  had  no  schooling. 

One  person  out  of  each  37,500  with  a common  school  education. 
One  person  out  of  each  1,724  with  a high  school  education. 

One  person  out  of  each  87  with  a college  education. 

Thus  parents  who  give  their  children  a common  school  education 
give  them  four  times  the  chance  to  become  leaders  and  receive 
distinction  than  has  the  child  of  no  schooling.  Those  who  give 
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their  children  a high  school  education  give  them  eighty-seven  times 
the  chance  of  the  child  without  schooling.  The  college-bred  man 
enters  the  race  for  distinction,  therefore,  with  a multitude  of  chances 
not  afforded  those  who  have  less  schooling  or  none  at  all. 

When  this  investigation  was  made  it  was  estimated  that  there 
were  5,000,000  persons  in  the  United  States  with  little  or  no 
schooling,  and  of  these  only  thirty-one  had  earned  distinction, 
while  there  were  1.000,000  with  a college  education,  of  whom 
5,768  had  attained  distinction. 

If  these  facts  do  not  convince  the  practical  man  he  cannot  be 
convinced  but  let  us  introduce  the  testimony  of  one  of  America’s 
grand  old  men,  a man  who  has  had  an  almost  unparalleled  oppor-

I never  met  one  of  them 
who  did  not  lament  either  the  neglect  of  his  parents  or  his  own  poor 
opportunities  that  failed  to  give  him  the  equipment. 

“I  never  met  one  of  them  who  did  not  feel  in  the  presence  of 
cultured  people  a certain  sense  of  mortification  which  no  money 
paid  for.  I never  met  one  of  them  who  was  not  prepared  to  sacrifice 
his  whole  fortune  that  his  boy  should  never  feel  that  mortifica- 
tion.” 

We  shall  go  no  further.  We  would  not  overpersuade  any  young 
man.  If  the  facts  here  presented  fail  to  convince  and  persuade  him, 
may  it  not  be  assumed  that  he  himself  is  lacking  certain  essential 
qualities  and  that  for  him  a college  education  would  not  pay.

A Vantage  Point  for  Leaders  of  Youth 


OOPERATION  is  a badly  abused  word.  It  really  means 
any  of  three  ideas,  depending  on  the  character  and  ob- 
jective of  the  user.  It  may  mean  exploitation,  joint 
promotion,  or  a group  (two  or  more)  of  forces,  individuals 
or  organizations  pooling  their  resources  for  a common  objective. 
It  seldom  is  the  last  and  possibly  is  oftenest  the  second.  With  few 
exceptions,  cooperative  organizations  are  but  good-will  gestures  of 
organic  groups,  whose  chief  concern  lies  in  self-preservation.  This 
is  especially  true  of  church  and  religious  educational  groups.  The 
weakness  of  all  such  cooperative  effort  is  bound  up  in  the  inde- 
pendence— take  it  or  leave  it  without  imputation — of  the  com- 
ponent cooperators.  Genuine  cooperation  seems  to  be  possible  only 
among  like-minded  individuals,  unbound  by  religious  partnership 
or  shibboleth  and  who  voluntarily  seek  common  good.  Organiz- 
ations built  on  distinctive  ideas  labor  heavily  to  maintain  them- 
selves and  to  seem  to  be  cooperative. 

Clarence  R.  Athearn  in  his  recent  volume  “Interchurch  Govern- 
ment” (Century  Company)  makes  a notable  contribution  to 
Christian  Union.  Chapter  nine  of  his  book,  on  “Federation,”  is  an 
illuminating  insight  into  the  real  weakness  and 
Interchurch  futility  of  our  interchurch  federated  groups. 
Government  It  clearly  reveals  the  lack  of  democracy  in  the 
— Athearn  organization  and  operation  of  such  groups.  The 

hopeless  inability  of  such  federations  to  discover 
and  solve  common  problems  because  of  their  own  helplessness  in 
the  face  of  autonomous,  independent,  cooperating  units  is  tragic. 
The  studied  effort  to  appear  cooperative  and  federative  and  useful 
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is  a step  beyond  the  tragic  and  is  both  wasteful  and  sinful.  The 
opportunism  of  these  limited,  allowed  organizations  but  increases 
the  problem  of  ultimate  Christian  Union.  As  Mr.  Athearn  points 
out,  expediency  must  give  way  to  principle  if  Christian  Union  is  to 
be  established.  Thoughtful  readers  will  ponder  long  on  the  treat- 
ment of  denominationalism,  regionalism,  cosmopolitanism,  and 
imperialism.  Leaders  of  youth  should  appreciate  this  frank  dis- 
cussion and  this  look  into  the  future  of  organized  religion.  It  is  not 
easy  reading  but  it  offers  good  guide-posts  in  these  days  of  Protest- 
ant religious  autocracy  to  ultimate  Christian  Unity. 

The  Look  Out  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Founders  Four-Folder 
suggested  Brooks  Handbook  of  the  Outdoors  for  expressional 
activity  of  the  best  sort  for  Youth.  Warren  T.  Powell’s  little 

book  on  Recreational  Leadership  for  Church 
and  Community  (The  Methodist  Book  Con- 
cern) should  be  added  to  this  shelf  of  the 
working  library  of  the  Leader  of  Youth. 
The  principles  and  materials  of  recreation  are 
well  discussed  in  its  pages  and  lay  a solid 
basis  for  recreational  education.  It  empha- 
sizes the  needed  balance  in  activity  and  offers  many  suggestions  for 
a leader’s  understanding  of  the  place  of  the  recreative  in  the  life — 
development  of  young  people.  Place  Powell’s  little  book  beside 
Brooks’  Handbook  and  Bancroft’s  Games  for  the  Home,  School, 
Church  and  Gymnasium  and  you  have  recreative,  expressional 
material  for  a decade. 

The  so-called  “hidden  years”  of  the  life  of  Jesus  periodically  offer 
their  suggestion  for  a new  interpretation  or  story.  John  Oxen- 
ham  in  The  Hidden  Years  (Longmans)  presents  a readable  novel 
on  the  young  manhood  of  The  Master.  It  is 
human  throughout  in  its  treatment,  but  occasional- 
ly loses  the  human  in  a mystical  struggle  that  ends 
in  the  victory  of  divinity.  Possibly  this  is  neces- 
sary to  prevent  too  great  familiarity  with  the 
historic  Jesus  of  the  Gospels  and  to  preserve 
other-world  minded  folks  from  shock.  The  lovely 
but  un-earthly  relationships  of  Jesus  and  Zerah 
suggest  the  humanity  of  the  Christ,  and  the 
unique  handling  of  the  parable  material  of  the  Prodigal  Son,  the

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Lost  Coin,  the  Strayed  Sheep,  the  Unprofitable  Servant,  etc.,  is 
challenging.  To  see  these  stories  as  incidents  in  Jesus’  everyday 
life  gives  them  a new  charm.  You  ought  to  read  the  story  and  get 
your  young  folks  to  enjoy  it,  too.  Concurrently,  it  would  be  great 
to  study  Fiske’s  Jesus  Ideals  of  Living  (Abingdon  Press).  Oxen- 
ham  will  make  a good  sympathetic  background  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  ideals  of  the  Jesus  Way.  Fiske  offers  the  Leader  of 
Youth  the  material  to  point  out  what  Christianity  actually  is. 
It  is  not  a hazy,  unreachable  philosophy  but  a present,  livable, 
everyday  mode  of  life.  This  is  a great  text  for  Senior  High  School 
age  groups  in  the  Church  School.

Young  People’s  dentally,  he  is  the  soul  and  motive  power  of 
Council  the  young  people’s  enterprise  and  is  backed  by 

Minister’s  Dinner  as  fine  a group  of  young  men  and  women  in 

the  Inter-Church  Council  as  may  be  found  any- 
where. His  leadership  has  been  camp-conference  trained  for  com- 
munity effort.  Our  dinner  conversation  renewed  a pleasant  memory 
of  a forward  step  in  young  people’s  promotion.  Yearly  in  Pottsville, 
the  Inter-Church  Young  People’s  Council  entertain  the  ministers  of 
the  city  at  dinner.  At  the  close  of  the  dinner,  the  community  young 
people’s  program  of  the  Inter-Church  Council  for  the  ensuing  year 
is  presented  to  the  ministers  for  their  discussion,  suggestion  and 
approval.  It  is  then  launched  with  the  pastoral  sanction.  It  is  a 
wise  custom  and  joins  the  young  people  and  their  ministers  in  good 
working  relations.  It  also  magnifies  the  Church  and  the  Minister. 
It  does  not  assure  one  hundred  per  cent  cooperation  or  support. 
That  would  mean  too  much  to  any  program,  but  it  does  assure 
complete  understanding  of  the  efforts  of  a city’s  religiously-minded 
young  people.  It  is  a great  step  forward  in  religious  friendship  and 
effort.  The  genius  of  The  Kingdom  is  present  in  Pottsville.

Who  also  is  named  Bonita  Ferguson 


HE  trained  College  Graduate  in  the  field  of  work  with 
young  people  was  an  almost  unknown  thing  previous 
to  the  year  1912.  The  Sunday  School  was  rather  an 
uninviting  proposition  to  those  who  had  their  first  college- 
born  enthusiasms  for  Service.  The  glamor  of  non-church  organ- 
izations with  their  uniforms,  badges,  rituals,  and  activities  made 
the  school  of  the  church  rather  too  drab  for  service  inspiration. 
In  1913,  Miss  Bonita  Ferguson,  graduate  of  Wellesley,  dedicated 
her  life-effort  to  the  Sunday  School  and  was  in  the  van  of  the 
great  group  of  college  men  and  women  who  were  beginning  to 
discover  a new  field  of  life  values. 

" Bonnie”  comes  of  Ohio  stock.  Her  parents,  Wilbert  M.  and 
Jennie  Blair,  were  two  of  the  high-hoped  "buck-eyes”  that  pio- 
neered across  the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  to  build  new  homes 
and  communities  in  the  great  Kansas  wilderness.  The  blood  of 
the  conquerors  of  the  prairie  flows  in  "Bonnie’s”  veins  for  she  was 
born  under  the  golden  sun  and  among  the  sun-flowers  in  the  little 
city  of  Kingman,  one  January  the  twenty-fourth.  The  home  in 
which  she  was  born  was  built  by  her  father,  who  brought  the  hard- 
ware, nails,  and  stores  with  him  from  Ohio  to  the  end  of  the  rail- 
road out  in  Kansas. 

"Bonnie”  was  the  first  child  born  to  these  sturdy  Ohio-Ferguson- 
Kansas  pioneers.  Wilbert,  Jr.,  the  husband  now  of  a camp-con- 
ference trained  girl  (Marjorie  Looney)  came  to  play  with  "Bonnie” 
a little  later  in  sunny  Oklahoma,  when  the  family  opened  a branch 
store  shortly  after  the  birth  of  the  heroine  of  our  sketch.  Here 
she  played  school  with  colored  sticks,  and  as  a bare-foot  girl  carried 
Daddy’s  lunch  to  the  harvest  field.  The  early  grades  of  an  Okla- 
homa grade  school  gave  way  a little  later  to  the  colored  sticks  and 
her  heart’s  desire  "to  go  to  school,”  for  which  she  shed  bitter 
tears,  was  fully  realized. 

Kansas  City,  Missouri,  is  the  big  outstanding  city  of  "Bonnie’s” 
young  life.  Here  she  finished  the  grades  and  found  herself  in 
Central  High.  It  was  from  here  that  she  entered  Wellesley,  from 
which  she  was  graduated  in  1913.  After  her  college  years  were 
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over,  it  was  back  to  Kansas  City  that  she  went  seeking  her  oppor- 
tunity for  service. 

Leader  of  a Business  Girls’  Club,  Guardian  of  a Camp  Fire 
Girls’  Group,  Teacher  of  an  Organized  Girls’  Class,  Officer  of 
College  Clubs, — these  were  the  early,  post-college  activities  that 
held  her  attention.  In  1916,  she  widened  out  and  became  the 
voluntary  State  Superintendent  of  Young  People’s  Work  for  the 
Missouri  Sunday  School  Association.  From  1919  to  1922,  she 
held  the  same  position  as  an  employed  officer  of  the  Kansas  Sun- 
day School  Association.  Both  of  these  fruitful  periods  of  service 
left  great  contributions  of  material  and  spiritual  worth  to  both 
states. 

A word  of  appreciation  of  her  relationship  to  the  Inter-Sunday 
School  Young  People’s  Council  of  Kansas  City,  is  imperative. 
One  of  the  original  founders  of  the  movement,  she  has  been  close 
to  its  development  all  the  way.  The  young  people  of  Kansas 
City  think  “Bonnie”  when  they  think  Council.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
also  of  Kansas  City  is  much  her  debtor,  while  her  own  local  church 
considers  her  as  one  of  its  big  assets.  At  present  she  is  pursuing 
graduate  studies  at  the  University  of  Kansas. 

The  Camp-Conference  world  is  her  greatest  sphere  of  service. 
She  joined  the  Headquarters’  Staff  in  the  early  years  of  the  Move- 
ment and  has  been  Faculty  Member,  Group  Leader,  Associate 
Director  and  Questionnaire  Head  in  the  Rocky  Mountain,  Mid- 
West,  and  New  England  Camps.  She  wears  all  the  Leadership 
Honors  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation,  is  an  honorary 
alumnus  and  a member  of  The  Lodge  of  a Thousand.  The  camp- 
directorate  is  proud  of  “Bonnie.” 

Among  our  Foundation  folks,  she  is  a Founder.  We  address 
her  not  as  Miss  Ferguson  but  by  the  loved  name  of  “Bonnie.” 
In  the  Council  Circle  she  is  Yutitan.  — J.  L.  A.

HEREVER  in  the  Minnesota  Twin  Cities  “organized” 
religious  education  takes  the  form  of  a committee-meeting 
and  whenever  a certain  committee-man  with  a serious 
face  lighted  up  by  shrewdly  twinkling  eyes  begins  to 
speak,  the  order  of  business  is  to  listen.  For  it  is  certain  that 
from  his  lips  will  come,  not  a speech,  but  an  idea;  and  his  ideas 
always  fall  like  refreshing  rain  upon  the  dry  ground. 

Raymond  Garland  Fletcher  has  reached  that  point  in  his  career 
as  a lay  church  worker  when  committees,  boards,  and  advisory 
whatnots  fill  much  of  his  time.  But  his  individuality  has  not 
suffered.  It  sticks  up  out  of  the  landscape  of  the  religious  edu- 
cational program,  particularly  the  young  people’s  work,  like  a 
mountain-peak. 

Ray — everyone  “Rays”  him — was  introduced  to  this  world 
July  25,  1885,  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  there,  including  the  University  of  Nebraska  whence  he  was 
graduated  as  an  electrical  engineer.  During  his  university  days 
he  taught  shorthand  and  bookkeeping  three  nights  a week  to 
help  pay  expenses,  practiced  piano  lessons  seven  hours  daily,  was 
Superintendent  of  a rather  large  Sunday  School,  and  held  prac- 
tically every  office  in  Christian  Endeavor  from  committee-member 
in  the  local  society  to  President  of  the  State  Union  and  trustee 
of  the  United  Society. 

At  eleven  years  of  age  Ray  was  confirmed  in  the  English  Lutheran 
Church,  but  with  his  parents  frequently  attended  a nearby  United 
Brethren  Church  where  he  soon  began  his  first  Sunday  School 
teaching, — a mixed  class  of  intermediates  which  he  built  up  from 
three  to  eighty-six  members  and  which  was  one  of  the  earliest 
organized  classes  in  Nebraska.  After  four  years  in  this  United 
Brethren  Church  he  was  prevailed  upon  to  accept  the  Superin- 
tendency of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Sunday  School.  He  joined 
that  church,  becoming  a ruling  elder,  and  remained  a member 
until  1916  when  he  took  up  his  present  work  as  Director  of 
Religious  Education  at  the  House  of  Hope  Presbyterian  Church, 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 

In  addition  to  carrying  on  one  of  the  finest  individual  Sunday 
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School  programs  in  America,  Mr.  Fletcher  is  an  instructor  in 
Macalester  College,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Education 
of  the  Ramsay  County  Sunday  School  Association,  chairman  of 
the  Educational  Committee  of  the  Minnesota  Council  of  Religious 
Education,  and  serves  at  both  Miniwanca  and  Merrowvista  on 
the  faculty  and  questionnaire-staff  of  the  Boys’  Camp-Conferences. 

To  maintain  the  Lincoln  home  set  up  with  his  bride  soon  after 
his  graduation  from  the  State  University,  Mr.  Fletcher  acted  as 
private  secretary  to  the  Head  Consul  (President)  of  the  Modern 
Woodmen  of  America,  the  largest  fraternal  insurance  organization 
in  the  world. 

Mr.  Fletcher’s  key  to  success  has  been  steadiness , hence  his 
Camp-name  of  Owanzi.  He  represents  what  is  best  in  a religious 
worker.  His  methods  plus  his  leadership  ability  have  brought 
a host  of  emulators  to  him,  and  him  to  the  top  of  his  chosen  pro- 
fession.— R.  A.  W.
